FINE ARTS, 





EXHIBITION OF THE ROYAL ACADEMY. 
In reevming our review of this exhibition we propose to invite 
attention first to the “figure pictures,” by artists within the 
Academic pale, rot yet noticed, and in doing so we assume that 
lengthened observations will be unnecessary in reference to painters 
whose characteristics are generally well known. 

Mr. Thomas Faed contributes, as usual, a picture of homely Scotch 
life and sentiment, distinguished by the a ability, the larger 
style, and freer treatment of recent works. Taking for motto, 
“The poor the poor man’s friend” (107), he shows us a fisherman, 
seated, pausing in his employment of mending nets at the door 
of his cot to draw from his pocket a mite wherewith 
to relieve a poor blind beggar who stands, hot and wayworn, at the 
entrance to the little inclosure in front of the cottage. Two of the 
most felicitous points in the picture is the shyness of the little 
girl, the blind man’s leader, standing curtseying with the edge of 
her pivafore beld at her lips, and the compassion of the fisherman’s 
daughter of nearly the same age, who is coaxing her father to give. 
Mr. Hock sends three examples of his skill in depicting with 
vivid truth, force of colour, and rare power of hand, charac- 
teristic scenes of the seacoast—viz., “ Digging for Sand-cels” 
(91), “Mother Carey’s Chickens” (133), and “ Herrings 
jrom Banff: Fishers Clearing Their Nets” (292), The last 
is the most remarkable for intensity of colour; bunt very 
admirable also in the second is the epirited rendering of the tran- 
sient incident of a row-boat topping a wave of the swell left by a 
recent storm, as is indicated by the retiring clouds and the birds, 
which give the title. In a fourth picture, Mr. Hook, after long 
lingering by the sea, returns, braced and invigorated, to his old in- 
land order of subject. It is called “A Cowherd’s Mischief” (282), 
avd represents a cow driven into the middle of a shallow stream, 
where she stops and stoops to drink, to the no small terror of the 
little fellow that has been placed on her back. Mr, Horsle , besides 
a version of the rather trite subject of Roger Ascham finding Lady 
Jane Grey reading Plato’s “ Phadon” (143), has a humorous picture 
entitled “The Daenna and her Cares” (338). Very droll is the 
piteous, almost despairing, look of the elderly dame in the Spanish 
costume worn here in the seventeenth century, with the unsightly 
attachment of the black veil to the foreh as she toils along 
burdened with cumbrons cased lute and music-books, after the pair 
of beauties on in front, the heaviest of her “cares,” who cannot be 
restrained from casting sidelong glances at handsome gallants, as 
these cannot be prevented from returning the notice with suspicious 
interest. The scene is evidently the fashionable promenade along 
the tree-bordered banks of the Thames, near the Strand, about the 
time of Hollar’s prints. The painting in both pictures is bright and 
pleasing, but in portions a little crude, 

Four of the mural painters now or recently engaged on the 
works in the Westminster Palace—Mesers. Maclise, Herbert, 
Ward, and Cope—are represented on canvas. Mr. Maclise— 
to whose unjust and diecourteous treatment by the late Govern- 
ment in cancelling his commission for decorating the whole 
cf the Royal Gallery we have drawn attention—has sent two 
pictures. One (123) represents Othello, racked with jealousy, 
pleading a “pain upon the forehead,” in answer to Desdemona’s 
tender irquiries; and the eminent artist may be congratulated on 
his conception of the Moor, on the appropriate richness of the 
costumes and architectural accessories, and on the scarcely- 

rceptible diminution of technical power in oil, after —— ee 
in a Gitsimilar medium and — a vastly different scale. The other 
yicture (216), showing a family gathered round the winter's 
Preside, listening to an old dame’s ghost-story, appears to us 
rather less happy. The painter's formularised method of con- 
Gucting the light and shade, though evincing knowledge 
and decision, induces hardness and too equal relief of the outlines ; 
whereas vagneners and mystery in passages would, we think, have 
been more euitable to this particular subject and effect, Mr. Herbert 
does not sustain comparison with himself equally in mural works 
and oil-paintings. His picture of Edmund, the Christian King of 
the East-Angles and a saint in the Romish calendar, kneeling in 
prayer on the morning of his last battle with the heathen Danes, by 
whom be was taken and martyred, and whose ravages are indicated 
by the burning houses on the horizon, is laudable for religious eleva- 
ticn of aim and as a commemoration of heroic patriotism. But there 
is a certain asceticism, removed from healthy sentiment and pathos, 
in the efligy-like rigidity of the figure and the pinched features ; whilst 
the dul), lowering dawn will hardly account forthe clay-cold colouring, 
still lers for the sharp minute definition of the detail. The 
Shakspearean illustrations by Messrs, Ward and Cope—“ Juliet in 
Friar Lawrence's Cell” (80), by the former, and “ Shylock leaving 
Jessica in Charge of his House” (312), by the latter—are scarcely 
calculated to sustain the reputation of the artists. In the first the 
childish, frightened look of Juliet recoiling from the phial offered 
by the friar is assuredly super-obvious, if, indeed, consistent with 
her cesperate resolve to slay herself with the dagger she holds 
rather than marry Paris; in the painting, too, the material and 
means are more than usually palpable, Mr. Oope seems 
to lower Shakspeare’s conception of Jessica to the level of a 
smart, pert, bold, serving wench; but we do not know on 
what authority she is represented with feet half the natural 
size. The chalky luminousness of the effect is painfully 
criarde, Mr. Poole’s illustration of “ King Lear '’—Cordelia bend- 
ing with affectionate solicitude over the sleeping King—though 
marked by the painter's mannered lighting and execution, is not 
devoid either of poetry or pathos, Mr, Webster has several pictures 
of humerous characterisation (sometimes verging towards carica- 
ture) drawn from rustic and child-life, There is little new to say in 
reference to Mr. pet gee and fairies, or Mr. Le Jeune’s pretty 
but conventional childish idyll, or Mr, Dobson's religious picture, 
* Peace be to this House” (298), and child group (50), both of which,

favourably representative than either the “Christ Healing the 
Sick” (647) cr “Savonarola and Lorenzo the Magnificent” (432). 
The colouring inclines either to be heavy or positive. The aim in 
the first is highly creditable, and there is much merit in the com- 
sition; but the artist can scarcely be considered to have secured 
a his treatment of the difficult theme adequate dignity and sngges- 
tiveness. The second subject—Lorenzo de’ Medici refusing on his 
death-bed Savonarola’s demand that he should restore to the 
Florentines the liberties of which he had deprived them, and the 
mouk in consequence leaving without having pronounced the abso- 
lution sought of him—is realised with great power, and there is 
contemporary authority for the harsh features of Lorenzo; but the 
aspect of the monk is, perhaps, nnnecessarily portentous, and the 
incident itself is almost too simply painful for pictorial repre- 
sentation. 

It is not a small thing for Mr. Leighton to have formed a style so 
individual that it has no exact — and cannot be wholly traced 
either to study in France or Italy, and, of course, not in England, 
The attribute of “ style” must, however, as we think, be understood 
with limitations when credited to this artist. No word, perhaps, is 
used 20 indefinitely, and probably we shall not clear up its meaning 
in the least when we say that we take it to signify a philosophically 
systematised method of representing or suggesting in the most com- 
pendious he as many as possible of at least a certain class of 
ersential truths, whether those truths are merely visual or coloured 
by the mind, When the method becomes more obvious than the 
truth it should convey, then style degenerates into manner. Now, 
the external facts of nature, and the deeper truths which affect the 
heart and mind, are comparatively ignored in Mr. Leighton’s 
pictures ; his art concerns itself almost exclusively with conveying 
such general appearances and resemblances as will delight the eye 
of artificially refined taste and gratify a sense of luxuriant elegance, 
without ever pandering to gross sensuousness or voluptuousness, 
In short, the artist inclines to decorative rather than to fine art in 
the noblest sense. That a painter with an abstract ornamental aim 
should attempt such a subject as “ Venus Disrubing for the Bath” (589) 
is fortunate in eo far as it may be desirable to familiarise a prudish 
British public with the nude female form—the loveliest work of God, 
For, as might be expected, Mr. Leighton’s “ Venus” is almost ascold 
as the marble peristyle under which she stands; but, although she 
neither closely resembles living flesh and blood nor realises the 
Greek ideal of the goddess of love, all will admire the refine- 
ment of the colouring, per se, and the artistic contrasts of 
the graceful contours of the figure with the rigid lines of 
the fiuted Doric columns, We should be sorry to see female 
nudities in our exhibitions such as disgrace the Freach school. 
Experience proves, notwithstanding, that naked may be more decent 
than draped representations ; and there can be no doubt that study 
of the nude is as elevating and essential to the painter as to the 
eculptor. The artificiality of Mr. Leighton's style also accords with 
euch a subject as the “ Pastoral” (84)—an Arcadian shepherd teach- 
ing his mistress to play on the double pipe; but less so with the 
twilight scene in the Bay of Cadiz, with the tedeing irl and singing 
spectators, where the unreality of figures and effect is hardly 
accounted for by “ the old times.”

The Chancellor of the Exchequer, in reply to Mr. Heneage, stated that tho 
Boundary Commissioners under the Reform Bill would consist of five gentle 
men, at the head of whom Lord Eversley, the late Speaker, would be placed. 

Mr. Gregory, having put a series of questions to the Vice-President of the 
Council relative to the newspapers, bluebooks, and other articles sent to the 
Paris Exhibition, including a plaster cast of the pulpit at Pisa, applied to the 
noble Lord whether it was not time to put a stop to those “ tomfooleries.” 

Lord R. Montague replied that a specimen of every newspaper had been 
rent to the Paris Exhibition, but only a few bluebooks and Acts of Parlia- 
ment. One of the caste of the pulpit at Pisa had also been sent, in order to 
show the French and other foreign Governments what had been done for the 
advancement of art and science in th intry,and with the hope that there 
would be some reciprocal action « heir par The cost of sending the 
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had been purchased by her Majesty’s Government; and, if any were, they 
would be paid for out of the ordinary Estimates. Tne Lord President of the 
Council would be responsible. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer, in reply to Mr. D. Griffith, said it was 
not the intention of the Government to a reduction in the number of 
members for England and Ireland. It was, however, their intention, if pos- 
sible, to obtain for Scotland anu adequate representation. Under these cir- 
cumstances, they ‘‘ must have confidence in the enlightened wisdom of Par- 
liament.” The right hon. gentleman announced that they would not proceed 
with the Reform Bill that evening. 

NATIONAL DEBT BILL. 

On the order of the day for reading the National Debt Bill the second time, 

Mr. H. Sheridan moved a resolution to the effect that the further redaction 
of the duty on fire insurances, to which the House was already pledged, would 
be a better mode of disposing of a portion of the surplus of Ways and Means 
= oe qresens year than the creation of terminable annuities, as proposed 

y this bill, 

Mr. Hubbard opposed the scheme contained in the bill, and earnestly con- 
tended that it would be a disgrace to the Legislature if it attempted to effect 
a reduction of the National Debt by stereotyping a tax which acted so 
oppressively on the lower classes as the fire insurance duty. 

Mr. Hankey was of opinion that, as between the reduction of the debt and 
the remirsion of the duty on fire insurance, the House had no option but to 
take the bill of the Government, 

Mr. Laing objected to the process of reducing the public debt by means of 
the creation of terminable annuities. That was a measure worse even than 
the establishment of a sinking fund, inasmuch as the latter had to be pro- 
vided for only during times of peace and when there was a surplus revenue ; 
whereas the former was reduced compulsorily, in years of deficiency. 

Mr. Gladstone supported the bill, and said that if it were rejected by the 
House be would call attention to the expediency of abolishing the tax on the 
im portation of corn, than which there was not, in his opinion, a more 
objectionable item in the tariff. 

After a lengthened discussion, Mr. Sheridan's amendment was lost by a 
grajority of 162 against 38.

THE ROYAL COMMISSION ON RAILWAYS. 


THE Royal Commissioners on Railways have at length made their report. 
‘The cocument sums up in great detail the results arrived at from the mass 
of evidence adduced before the Commission, and gives judgment against the 
proposition that the railway system should be taken under the control of the 
State. The general conclusion of the Commissioners is, in short, that no 
comprehensive plan shall be undertaken, and that the dealing with the 
railway system shall be confined to modification in private bill legislation, 
and in the management by the companies. The report says :— 

We ore of opinion that it is inexpedient at present to subvert the policy 
which has hitherto been adopted of leaving the construction and manage 
ment of railways tothe free enterprise of the people, under such conditions as 
Parliament-may think fit to impose for the general welfare of the public. 

We consider that there is not sufficient reason for excepting Ireland from 
this general conclusion ; but, as it has been the established policy to assist 
railways and other public works in Ireland, we recommend that, when 
Parliament thinks ft to make advances to Irish railway companies, the money 
should be lent for a fixed period of considerable length, so as to enable the 
company to develop its resources before it is called on for repayment. We 
are, however, of opinion that advances should not be made to the Irish rail- 
Way companies as a condition of reducing their rates and fares ; but that, as 
the railway companies have the best opportunities of judging whether rates 
can be recuced 80 as to be recuperative within a reasonable time, they shoald 
be left to carry out such experiments at their own risk. 

We recommend that Parliament should relieve itself from all interference 
with the incorporation and the financial affairs of railway companies, leaving 
such matters to be dealt with under the Joint-Stock Companies’ Act, and 
should limit ite own action to regulating the construction of the line, and 
the relations between the public and joint-stock companies so incorporated, 
requiring such guarantees as may be necessary for the purpose of securing 
the due performance of the condition upon the faith of which the Parlia- 
mentary powers of the company have been granted. 

We cdo not consider that it would be expedient, even if it wore practicable, 
to adopt any legislation which would abolish the freedom railway companies 
enjoy of charging whatsum they deem expedient within their maximum 
rater, when properly defined, limited as that freedom is by the conditions of 
the Traffic Act; but we are of opinion that railway companies should be 
— to give a reasonable notice of their intention to raise their rates of 
qmharge. 

We are unable to see any method of ensuring punctaality in passenger 
trains by means of legislative enactments, except that proposed by the Com- 
mittee of the House of Commons in 1858—viz., that punctuality should be 
guaranteed, and that parsengers injured by delay should be enabled to recover 
sun — a fixed sum ; but we have already referred to the objections to this 
proporal, 

We are of opinion the railway companies should be bound, under alequate 
penalties, to give at least a week's notice of any alterations of time of their 
regular passenger trains. 

We do not consider that any direct legislative enactments would cause 
@renter economy in the working of railways; bat we are of opinion that, 
with the object of affording a more accurate view of the operations of the 
railway companies and of making any undue extravagance apparent, and 

vs stimulating economy, it is deeirable that the several railway companies 
ould render their accounts to the Board of Trade, showing receipts from 
traffic and the detailed cost of working the line, upon a uniform plan; and 
that, after consultation with the railway companies, the Board of Trade 
should not only prescribe the form of such returns and accounta, but lay dowa 
the ba-is on which they are te be computed 

Parliament bas relied for the safe working of railways npon the efficiency 
of the common law and of Lord Campbell's Act, which give persons injured 
and near relatives of persons killed a right to coupensation. We consider 
that this ccurse bas been more conducive to the protection of the public than 
if tbe Board of Trade bad been empowered to interfere in the detailed 
arrangements for working the traffic.

LINCOLN AND HONINGTON RAILWAY. 


Tue Great Northern system of railways has been recently in- 
creased by a new line running southwards from the city of 
Lincoln along the western side of the county. It is a more im- 
portant line than its length alone would make it ; and, to those who 
are vereed in railway politics, has a more peculiar significance than 
its position on the map would appear to give toit, But it isasection 
only of a much larger project, and its origin and history have given 
it a prominence and distinctiveness among provincial lines, It was 
sromoted in the Session of 1864, in connection with the authorised 
Fine s from Doncaster to Gainsborough and from Sleaford to Bourn. 
It received Parliamentary sanction in that year, as did the first of 
the two last-named lines; but the passing of the last was reserved 
for the following Session. The three now form a complete line, in 
connecticn with the Great Northern system at Doncaster and 
Peterborough, tkrough the centre of the county of Lincola; 
and there can be no doubt that they will render immense 
service to the districts through which they pass. But 
it was not to serve local interests alone that so costly a 
roject was executed. The original loopline of the Great 
Northern was intended to pass by Peterborough, Boston, Lincola, 
and Gainsborough, to Doncaster ; buat it had been truncated 
at Gainsborough, and countless attempts to complete it had been 
frustrated by the powerful opp osition of — persons, whose per- 
sistency and motives it is too late to analyse now. But we can still 
understand how it was that the incompleteness of the Great Northern 
route suggested at one time to private speculators, and at another to 
lees successful rivals of the Great Northern Company, the feasibility 
of a raid into their territory. In 1861, a line known at the time as 
“the Coalowners’ Line” was pr ojected to give the coal-fields of the 
north an independent access to the southern markets. This scheme, 
indeed, fell to pieces by its own weight ; but in 1863 a much more 
dangerous and feasible attempt was made by the Great Eastern 
Company to pierce a way into the coveted territory. Their form of 
attack was a bill fora line from March to Spalding, with running 
owers thence northward over the Great Northern lines, The Great 
Yorthern defeated that attempt only to find themselves assailed om 
a still grander scale in 1864, In that year the Great Eastern Oom- 
pany, in concert with the Lancashire and Yorkshire Company, pro- 
moted a line commencing at Long Staunton, a short distance to 
the north of Cambridge, passing through Lincolnshire, and 
terminating at Doncaster. It was a3 an earthwork against this 
that the Fincoln and Honington and its two companions were 
thrown up. By their authorisation, at a far less cost than would 
have been incurred had the gigantic offshoot of the Great Eastern 
Company received the sanction of Parliament, the completeness of 
the Great Northern system and all the advantages of an independent 
coal-line from Durham and Yorkshire were achieved. After a most 
patient and protracted investigation, a Committee of the House of 
Commons passed the two lines, from Doncaster to Gainsborough aud 
from Lincoln to Honington, rejecting for no very intelligible reason 
the line from Sleaford to Bourn, and rejecting, too, in its entirety, 
the pretentious proposition of the Great Eastern. : 
This last and greatest victory of the Great Northern may be said 
to have brought these contests to aclose, It has been recognised 
by the Great Eastern in all its completeness and significance, and 
the lest-named company has wisely resolved to obtain by friendly 
negotiation that entry into the Northern Company's district whica

| to the north of it endeavoured to force a direct route to London 
and the south through this district. Landowners were anxious 
| to see the line completed; surveys were made, and depatations 
waited upon the great company for its countenance and assistance, 
| It was not, however, until this local pressure was augmented 
by the serious attack from without that the company consented to co- 
= in its formation. The Great Northern Company's engineer-in- 
chicf, Mr. Joseph Cubitt, aided by Mr. W. M. Brydone, of 5, Whitehall- 
| place, laid out the line, fought the Parliamentary campaign, and 
have now completed their labours by handing over a most substantial 
line of railway, in which, both as to the permanent way and stations, 
every improvement is introduced that is known in practical arraage- 
ments or in railway engineering. ; 

The line runs along the southern portion of the great oolitic 
eecarpment of Lincolnshire; for part of its length at the foot 
of it, and for another part midway along its face. Oa the ose 
hand, up above on the higher level, is a crest, studded with 
villages, forming the western edge of the vast plain of Linco'n 
Heath—a century since a wild heath and rabbit warren—now a 
rich tract of arable land, a thin coating of soil rendered productive 
by ariificial manures, resting on a deep bed of oolitic limestone, from 
which is quarried the well-known Ancaster stone, This plain, miles 
in extent, stretches away east and south-east, dipping gradually 
until it is merged in the Fens. 

Turning in the other direction is seen the vale of Belvoir, 
forming the chief feature in our Illustration taken at the village 
of Leadenham, which is situate about the middle of the railway. 
The line here passes through a deep cutting, the chief work in the 
undertaking. Standing on the higher level under this crest of the 
Lincoln Heath, in the foreground is seen the cutting, next the 
village of Leadenham, with its “old” and its “new ' hall—the latter 
the residence of Colonel Reeve—its picturesque and graceful spire, 
a type of the Lincolnshire churches; and in the distance the 
eye wanders over the great vale of Belvoir, across the whole 
county of Nottingham, resting, upon favoured occasions, on the 
bills of Derbyshire. The vale of Belvoir is rendered famous by 
Macaulay in his fragment of “ The Armada :"— 


Till Relvolr’s lordly towers the sign to Lincoln sent, 

And Lincoln sped the message on, o'er the wide vale of Trent, 
From this spot may be ecen, on the right, Lincoln Cathedral ; on the 
left, Belvoir Castle, some twenty-five miles apart, separated by the 
vale dotted with villages, and, in certain states of the atmosphere, 
resembling a sea of land. 

Two other Dlustrations are given—one at the south end of the 
line, at the village of Normanton, owned by the Earl Brownlow ; the 
other at the village of Bracebridge, just as the line enters upon the 
suburbs of the city of Lincoln. hese do not, however, exhaust the 
features of the district.

The case of “ Slade v. Slade” was brought 
to a close yesterday week, and the Court took time to 
consider its cecision. The Lord Chief Baron said that 
the Bench would deliver its judgment as early as pos- 
sible, but would not be ready to do so before the com- 
mencement of next term. 


The Sheriffs of Middlesex and their officers 
appeared in the Court of 
to an information of intrusion filed by the Attorney- 
General for having 5 = intruded into her Majesty's 
ancient Royal Palace of Hampton Court. A writ of 
fieri facias had been one a out of the Court of Common 
Pleas against the goods of Lord Henry Gorden, and the 
Sheriffs by their warrant directed their officer to seize the 
goods cf Lord Henry in Hampton Court Palace, which 
they accordingly did. Upon the remonstrance of Lady 
Henry that the officers were violating the privileges of 
the palace, and upon obtaining an undertaking from 
ber husband that they could re-enter at any time if they 
had a right to do so, the officers withdrew, but a few 
days aiterwards re-entered the apartments and removed 
the goods and furniture, and afterwards sold them in 
satisfaction of the writ; but, in consequence of his Lord- 
ship’s bankruptcy, nothing was obtained. As this pro- 
ceeding was Geemed a violation of the privileges of the 
Royal palace, the information was filed, and by consent 
subsequently stated in the form of a special case. The 
question for the consideration of the Court was, whether 
the de eee were justified in executing the writ within 
the precinc of the palace of Hampton © purt. The Crown 
eontended that, the palace being a Royal palace, the 
Sheriffs could not lawfully execute process therein, and 
the defendants answered that Hampton Court was nota 
Royal palace in the sense or to the extent of prohibiting 
the execution of the process of a Court withia the pre- 
eincts of it. At the conclusion of the arguments the 
Court took time to consider judgment. 


The Great Eastern was seized on Monday 
merning, in answer to the suit of 303 seamen, by the re- 
ceiver of wrecks, and taken possession of by the Marshal 
ef the Admiralty Court and four bailiffs. Three other 
suits were also being instituted, one for £890 for stores. 
It is understood that the owners of the ship decline to 
pay the wages until some competent tribunal has decided 
te what amount the men are actually entitled, and in 
order that the owners may be in a position to take pro- 
ceedings against the French company who chartered the 
veesel. 


The Judges in the Irish Court of Queen’s 
Bench have unanimously refused a new trial in the case 
of the Rev. Daniel Smith, the Roman Catholic Curate 
convicted at the last Monaghan Assizes of assaulting and 
imprisonip a gentleman named O’ Beirne, and sentenced 
to six mont ’ imprisonment, which he is now undergoing, 
Mr. Justice O’Brien remarked that if the motion could 
be sustained after verdict and partial execution of the 
sentence there would be no finality in the verdict of a 
jury in a criminal proceeding, and the Court would be 
flooded with applications for new trials. 


The trial of Greatrex and the Brothers 
Grimsbaw for the forgery and uttering of upwards of 1300 
one-pound notes of the Union Bank of Scotland was con- 
eluded, last Saturday, before the High Court of Justiciary 
at Edinburgh. It appeared from the evidence that the 
prisoners bad forged the notes in Glasgow, and passed 
—— in different parts of the country ; that Greatrex, 

on hearing, while in Aberdeen, that the forgery was dis- 
covered, fled to New York ; that Inspector M‘OColl, of the 
Glasgow police, traced him thither and brought him 
back; and that the Grimshaws were apprehended at 
Dalkeith with notes in their possession, The trial lasted 
three days. The jury having returned a verdict of 
* Guilty” on ten of the seventeen charges libelled, the 
Lerd-Justice Clerk sentenced Greatrex to twenty year 
and the Brothers Grimshaw to fifteen years’ penal servi- 
tude.

The 
defendant, on being asked what he had to say to the 
charge, replied that he was compelled to do something, as 
his father did not choose to give him money. He ap- 
plied at his house before he wrote the letter, and re- 
ceived an answer through the butler that he might go 
to the union, enlist as a soldier, or do anything else he 

leased, but should have nothing from his parents. So 
e did not know what to do, and sent the letter o com- 
plained of. Colonel Greville-Nugent said that the d 
fendant had been the source of great trouble and anxie ety 
to his family. He had never chosen to submit to 
parental contro], and at the age of nineteen behaved so 
abominably at home that it was found absolutely 
mecessary to cend himaway. He was kindly received 
by his grandfather, the Marquis of Westmeath. Then 
he was placed in the house of a clergyman in the Lake 
district, and £250 paid with him to pursue any studies 
he pleased; but after a very short stay there he went 
one day up to the clergyman’s room and threatened, if 
he did not immediately give him £5, to uze personal vio- 
lence. He then came to town in a frightful state of 
drunkenness. After this complainant told him that, as

A second report has been issued by the 
Select Committee appointed to inguire into the local 
government of the metropolis. It contains thi ty one re- 
commendations. The following are the cincipal 
points :—That there should be a separate commission of 
the peace for the whole metropolis, and that the justic 203 
should exercise the functions usually discharged in cities 
baving a separate quarter sessions; that the owners of 
property should be represented by the justices on the 
Board of Works; that the board should in future be 
called “‘ The Muni cipal Council of London,” with a presi- 
dent periodically nominated by its members and approved 
by the Crown ; that the council should be in: vested with 
power for making a uniform assessment throughout the 
capital, an appeal from such assessment to lie to the 
justices in general session assembled; that the existing 
divisions of the metropolis be divided into war ls, the 
governing authority in each district to be called “‘ The 
Common Council,” which should exercise the functions 
now wielded by the vestries and local boards; that there 
should be one police force for the whole of London ; that 
the provisions of the Building Act should be amended, 80 
as to prevent the erection of dwellings injurious to 
health ; and that all local Acts, so far as may be necessary 
to carry out the principles embodied in these recom- 
mendations, be repealed. 


The annual general meeting of the Associa- 
tion for the Welfare of the Blind was held, on Tuesday 
week, at the West London Depot, 210, Oxford-street.

Roger Kynaston presided. The report stated that, not- 
withstanding many difficulties, the prosperity of the 
society remained unimpaired, and great progress had 
been made in several departments of the institution.

Oxe of our Illustrations represents a lively scene, on Wednesday 
week, at the Royal Military Academy at Woolwich. The third 
annual course of athletic games was performed that day by the gen- 
tleman cadets with the greatest spirit and success. Thes 
many of whom were ladies, were accommodated with raised seats 
on a spacious platform well sheltered from the sun. Throwing the

number of marks; while Mr. Morris received the prize given by 
Major-General Ormsby, for the next successful competitor in the 
greatest number of contests. The subject of our Illustration is the 
water-leap in the steeplechase course, where it was amusing to see 
a few of the most eager runners fail to clear the wide trench before 
them and get the refreshment of a harmless ducking. 


SCENE FROM “A SHEEP IN WOLF’S CLOTHING,” 
PERFORMED AT THE ADELPHI, MAY 11. 
Ovr Engraving represents the crisis in the play of “A Sheep in 
Volf’s Clothing,” which was performed at the Adelphi Theatre, in 
the afternoon of last Saturday, in aid of the fund for the benefit of 
the family of the late Mr. C. H. Bennett, the eminent artist. The 
“situation” is this. The date of the play is the time when, 
Monmouth’s rebellion having been suppressed, Colonel Kirke was 
sent into the west to inflict savage retribution, A friend of 
Monmonth’s, Jasper Carew, who escaped from Sedgemoor, has been 
secreted in his own house, with the knowledge of his faithful and 
loving wife alone, and Colonel Kirke, supposing her to be a rich 
widow, has been courting her. To save her hasband, the 
wife, Anne Carew, has pretended not only to be an enemy of 
the rebels, but to hate the memory of her husband, and 
has sent away their child for fear of her detecting the 
presence of her father. But, for the purpose of the a, 
a situation is contrived in which the three indulge their affection, 
and are suddenly surprised by the deceived and vengeful Kirke. 
“ So, a very pretty family group!” is his exclamation, and he pro- 
ceeds to threats of execution, when Lord Churchill enters to super- 
sede him and make all happy. The figures are those of the odious 
Kirke (Mr. Mark Lemon), of Jasper Carew (Mr. Tom Taylor), his 
wife (Miss Kate Terry), and the child (Florence ar and the 
closet behind is the place where Carew had been con ed. 

The play was part of the entertainment for the excellent purpose 
we have mentioned. It was necessary to raise the fund on account 
of Mr. Bennett’s premature death and the fragility of his health 
having precluded life assurance. His colleagues in the production of 
Punch determined upon making a strong effort on the occasion, 
and they arranged a most attractive afternoon. Mr. Arthur Sullivan, 
the most talented of our younger composers, had, in conjunc- 
tion with Mr, Burnand, converted the favourite piece of “ Box 
and Cox” into an operetta of the most ludicrous description, and 
this was the opening performance, Mr. Sullivan conducting, and the 
oe being played by Mr, Du Maurier, Mr. Quinten, and Mr. Arthur

called before the curtain, The celebrated amateurs known as the 
Moray Minstrels (from their chiefly performing at Moray Lodge, 
the residence of Mr. Arthur Lewis) then gave a number of delicious 
part-songs and madrigals, executed in a styl 
theatre. Between the two portions of this music Mr. Shirley Brooks 
came on and delivered an address, written by himself, and it was 
enthusiastically received. We extract a few lines which describe 
the object of the effort and the character of Mr. Bennett :-— 
Only, some friends of « lost friend, whose name

(Save memory of his goodness), think it due 

To make some brief acknowledgment to you.

The music was succeeded by the performance of the play whence 
our Illustration is taken, and in which, in addition to the performers 
we have named, Mr. Tenniel, Mr. Burnand, Mr. Silver, Mr. Pritchett, 
Mrs. Watts (Miss Terry’s sister), Mrs, Stoker, Mr, Horace Mayhew 
and Mr. Shirley Brooks acted. Mr. Lemon is a skilled actor, and 
acquitted himself better than the majority of professionals could 
have done; but all his threw themselves earnestly into 
the work, and would not have been taken for amateurs, After the 
play came Offenbach’s famous bit of fun with the two blind French 
beggars (Messrs. Du Maurier and Harold Power), and this was acted 
to perfection, And then one of the most remarkable and brilliant 
audiences ever collected dispersed, just in time to leave the theatre 
(kindly given, free of other expense than the servants’ wages, by 
Mr. Benjamin Webster) to the ordinary British public. large 
sum was obtained by the performance, but we understand that much 
more is wanted; and we end this account, therefore, by again 
recommending the cause to the attention of our readers,

Memoirs of William Hazlitt ; with Portions of his Correspondence. 
By W. Carew Hazlitt. (Richard Bentley.) William Hazlitt is a very 
je oy subject for a memoir long enough to fill even two volumes ; 

ior he was a man of genius, of mark, of disinterested nature, of 
political views beyond his age, of wonderful acumen as a critic, and 
of rare power as an essayist. Moreover, he was thrown amongst 
men of extraordi intellect and undying fame; and hitherto 
there have been but sketches to which recourse could be had 
by those who desired to know exactly what manner of man William 
azlitt was and exactly what e occupied amongst his con- 
temporaries. The author of two volumes here under considera- 
tion is a grandson of William Hazlitt ; and the degree of relationship 
is just that which seems most desi ordinary cases when the 
descendant is sufficiently far removed to see clearly, and sufficiently

He was in no ordinary degree 
eqseaptihe of physical, mental, and moral beauty ; yet he was so 
ben. gay and so unsympathetic that he from his first wife, 
and his second wife parted from him. intense and bitter were 
his political sentiments that his i was not always to be 
depended upon, and he whistled the claims of friendship down the 
wind.

LAUNCH OF A PRUSSIAN IRONCLAD IN THE 
THAMES, 

THE iron armour-cased frigate called the Kron Prinz (Crown Prince), 
built by Messrs. Samuda Brothers for the service of the Prussian 
navy, was launched from their building-yard, Poplar, on Monday 
wok, in the presence of a very large assembly, among whom were 
Count and Countess Bernstorff, Baron Loe, Baron de Schmidstals 
Baron D’Obinerk, Lord John Hay, Sir Robert Peel, Vice-Admiral 
John E, Erskine, the Prussian Consul-General, Sir John Thwaites, 
Messrs, Rothschild, C. Vignoles, and W. P. Andrews. The dimen- 
sions of the vessel are :—Length between the nudiculars, 286 ft. ; 
breadth of beam, 50ft.; depth, extreme, 36 ft. 4in.; its burden in 
tons, builders’ measurement, 3404 ; displacement, 5700 tons ; engines 
of 800-horse nominal power. The vessel is constructed with armour 

lating extending entirely round the vessel, all fore and aft from 

ft. below the water-line up to the main deck, 5 in. thick, reduced 
to 4$in, at the ends and so arran as to protect the rudder and 
steering apparatus as well as the whole of the lower deck, also for 
about 120 ft, amidships, extending upwards to the height of the 
upper deck, thus oe! a midship battery, which, in addition, is pro- 
tected by thwartship bulkheads. The deck beams are covered with 
steel plating as a protection against shel’, and the vessel is built with 
a double bottom and watertight wing passage.

uel, Her speed is expected to exceed thirteen knots or nauti 
miles per hour, Although her keel was laid no later than the end 
of February, 1866, she is now in a very complete and forward state, 
her internal fittings being nearly all in place, and her masts and rig- 
ging ready to go on board. The Crown Prince, by her etrength, 
power, and speed, will be an important addition to the iron-c 
navy commenced by the Prussian Government, the nucleus of which 
was formed by the cupola-ship Arminicus, launched from Meesrs, 
Samuda’s yard in August, 1864.

ROYAL INSTITUTION LECTURES, 


Professor Huxley’s third lecture on Ethnology, given on 
Thursday week, was principally devoted to asummary of the characteristics 
of the ancient an race, as derived from their sacred books, especially the 
“ Rig- Veda itd,” above 3000 yearsold. In these hymns mention ie made 
of the sea and ships ; of barley and not of rice ; of the soma, as a mountain 
lant; and time is reckoned by winters. The people appear to have 
habited the neighbourhood of the upper valley of the Indus. They appear 
to have cultivated the ground, reared cattle, and to have been especially 
connoisseurs of horses; to lave worked gold and iron, and to have had 
houses with roofs supported by pillars, c ots with spoked wheels, and 
ships. The information res: g their political organisation is scanty ; but 
it seems to have been tribal, under rajahs. Division of labour existed 
among them, but certainly not the institution of “caste.” Their theology 
and philosophy, also, are in striking contrast with those of the later 
Hindoos ; since they appear to have had neither idols nor temples, and 
no trace existe of the asceticism, sects, or philosophic refinements of later 
date. The great prominent feature of the religion of the Vedic Aryans was 
the Soma-rite, including the solemn collection of the plant, the preparation 
from it of a fermented liquor, and the sacrifice and feasting following, which 
was really a drunken orgy, in which the worshipped and worshipper were 
su ito e. Inone hymn it is said “‘ Soma is flowing down pure ; 
he the creator of intellect, of heaven, of earth,” &c. The soma plant, 
from being originally the instrument and conveying sacrifice and prayers, 
thus became eventually the object of worship. The chief gods were Agni 
(fire, heat, and light), and Indra (the air god), answering to Jupiter and 

or. other great rite was the sacrifice of the horse. In his general 
view of the Aryan sociology, Profeesor Huxley compared it with that of 
the Polynesians and Amphinesians, more especially of the Tongans; but 
the theo! is hardly sufficiently defined to be regarded as polytheistic. Of 


fair men of the ‘higher caste Hindoos, being very probably 
whitish people, with either yellowish or dark hair (xanthochroi or melano- 
chroi), As indirect evidence, Professor Huxley referred to the language and 
characteristics of the neighbouring states, observing that the lighter the 
people were the more completely they resembled the Vedic Aryans in lan- 

and traditions. This is more especially the case with the Siah Push, 
a people remarkable for their beauty and fair complexion, dwelling in the 
mouztainous regions of Cabul, bitter enemies of the Mussulmans, with whom 
they will hold no intercourse. 

Professor Huxley’s fourth lecture on Ethnology, given on Saturdsy last, 
was principally devoted to Upper Asia, the islands of Afghanistan and 
Persia. describing the conformation of the country and the physical 
characteristics of the people, the Afghans, Rohillas, Tajiks, Beloochees, 
and Hyante—Arab, Mongoloid, and Persian combinations—he referred to 
their languages (Pushtoo, Persian, Arabic, &c.), and observed that the 
Afghans and the Persians are the only people of all these who have not been 

tly modified by immigration and conquest. He stated that certain 
Ciormation existed as far back as the fourth and fifth centuries before Christ 
that at that time people of the same habits and appearance, and speaking 
dialects of the same language, extended from Afghanistan to Armenia, and 
from the Yaxartes or the Oxus to the sea: this country the professor termed 
Iran. After considering the contrasts between the appearance, manners, 
dialects, &c., of the Eastern and Western Iranians, and heir points of agree- 
ment, Professor Huxley proceeded to consider the evidence given us in the 
Zend-avesta, the sacred book ascribed to Zoroaster, about 1400 B.c., which is 
written ina language closely allied to the Sanscrit of the Vedas—Zend being the 
commentary, and avesta the text. From one part of this book Professor Huxley 
read extracts stating that Ahuro-Mazda, the Wise Spirit, was the one God 
that Zoroaster was a prophet who saw God in the living fire, and used fire as’ 
an instrument of worship, and showing the intensely ethical spirit of the 
whole book, which proclaims the value of truth as the first great comman- 
ment and the keystone of morality. This book also contains severe attacks 
upon the drunken Soma worship and other parts of the theology of ihe Vedic 
Aryans. From other books of the Zend-avesta, Professor Huxley showed 
that a gradual softening of this antagonism had taken piace, re- 
ferring to a hymn to the Soma (termed Haoma) and stating that 
& spiritualised form of the Haoma sacrifice existed amongst the Pareees, 
ts of the ancient fire-worshippers, now dwelling in Western 
India. In concluding he referred to the great contest between Ahuro-Mazta 
(Ormus), the good power, and Ayryomann (Ahriman), the evil power, for 
12,000 years, ending in the victory of the former, the final judgment, and 
immortality by means of the Haoma ; fundamental dogmas of the religion of 
Zoroaster, given in the Zend-avesta. 


Professor Alexander Bain, of the University of Aberdeen, 
at the Friday evening meeting, gave a discourse “On the Doctrine of the 
Correlation of Force in its bearing on Mind.” He began by enumerating the 
forces usually included in the group of correlated forces—viz., mechanical 
force, heat, light. chemical force, electricity, and nerve force ; and observed 
that mind rises and falls with the nerve force, and is through it related to 
the recognised source of all vital force in the human system—the oxidation 
of the food. He then reviewed some of the theories of the mode of connection
